Funerals are not an unusual event in 
that town, but the presence of a dozen 
dead bodies at one time in that neighbor- 
hood is something few communities ever 
encounter. 

With the aid of the undertaker, the offi- 
clals have been able to make out a list of 
the dead. That list is a long one, and, while 
it may not cover the full loss, it is believed 
to be correct, and is so given, It is:

TURKISH REFORMS DEMANDED. 


SULTAN NOTIFIED THAT POWERS 
WILL ENFORCE REFORMS. 


Nelidoff Plan Dontemplates Full Con- 
trol of European Powers Over 
Turkish Revenues. 


Constantinople, December 2.—M. Nelid- 
off, Russtan ambassador to Turkey, act- 
ing as spokesman for the concert of Eu- 
ropean nations, , has notified the sultan 
that the agreement of the powers upon 
the question of the enforcement of re- 
forms in Turkey is perfect and that they 
demand that there shall be no delay on 
the part of the port in giving assent to 
the proposals for such reforms submit- 
ted by the representatives of the powers. 

Ine ambassadors will hold a conference 
tomorrow, the purpose of which is under- 
stood to be the discussion of the question 
of resorting to coercive measures to com- 
pel the sultan to put the proposed re- 
forms into operation, should such action 
become necessary to their enforcement. 
The matter of time of putting the meas- 
ures into operation will also be discussed. 

The financial scheme formulated by M. 
Nelidoff is understood to involve the rep 
vision of the entire Ottoman debt under 
guarantee of the Buropean powers signa- 
tory to the agreement. 

The. plan also contemplates full control 
of European powers over Turkish reve- 
nues, with the allotment of a fixed sum 
for the maintenance of the army and 
navy and for purposes of the sultan’s pri- 
vate purse, and further provides that the 
sultan’s appointment of his ministers shall 
be subject to approval or veto of repre- 
sentatives of the powers in Constantinople.

TRIO OF LIFE LEAPS 


Engineer, Fireman and Brakeman Hurt 
Near Dalton Yesterday Morning. * 


TWO SERIOUSLY 


Freight Broke in Two and Train 


ENGINEER JONES, OF ATLANTA, BADLY HURT 


He and Fireman Anchbacker and 


Brakeman Collier Saw The Dan- 
ger and Leaped to Ground. 


A serious wreck on the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, near Dalton, impeded’ traf- 
fic on that road yesterday ‘morning, Three 
trainmen were injured and the track and 
cars and an éngine damaged. 

The accident was caused by a freight 
train breaking in two. The first section 
of No. 18 left Dalton at 2:30 o’clock yester- 
day morning, and when about two miles 
this side of that place five or lx of the 
rear cars and caboose broke loose from the 
engine and they quickly stopped, the de- 
taching of the cars putting on the alr 
brakes. 

Following the first section the second 
section of the train came upon the caboose 
before the trainmen of the first section 
could run back and flag down the second, 
The result was that a rear-end collision 
occurred. N 

Engineer Arthur T. Jones and Fireman 
Anchbacker were on the engine pulling the 
second section and they saw the caboose 
and cars ahead only when within a short 
distance of them. It was then too late to 
bring the second section to a standstill and 
after reversing his lever Engineer Jones 
and Fireman Anchbacker jumped from the 
locomotive to save their lives. 

Jones and Anchbacker were fnjured: by 
their leap to the ground, and the engineer 
was said to be dangerously hurt. He was 
not able to travel to Atlanta yesterday and 
physicians were at his bedside at Dalton. 
His fireman escaped with slight injuries, 
and he came to Atlanta shortly after noon 
vesterday. 

Trainman Collier, of the second. section, 
also saw the danger ahead, and he, too, 
leaped for safety, falling on the embank- 
ment and injuring himself seriously. Ile 
was carried to Dalton and his injuries were 
attended to. He is not thought to be fa- 
tally hurt, but Engineer Jones's chances 
are said to be less promising. 

Superintendcnt McCollum, of the Western 
and Atlantic, went to the scene of the 
wreck on the wrecking train early yester- 
day morning. He directed the clearing 
up of the debris, and in a few hours the 
track was open for the passage of trains. 
He had telegraphed ahead to officials of the 
road to give every attention to the injured, 
and they are being well cared for by the 
road’s physicians. 

Major McCollum is making an investiga- 
tion of the collision with the view of ascer- 
taining how far apart the two sections of 
the train were at the time the break oc- 
curred in the first section, and he will also 
investigate as to what efforts were made to 
flag down the second section. The trainmen 
say that they quickly started back to flag 
the second section, but that on account of 


the caboose stopping just around a curve 
the engineer of the second section could not 
see their lanterns. 

Engineer Jones lives in Atlanta, residing 
at 182 Alexander street, and fie is one of 
the best known engineers on the road. 
The report was current in the city yester- 
day morning that he had been killed out- 
right and Mrs. Jones was prostrated with 
grief upon being told of the rumor. When 
i: was ascertained that the engineer was 
still alive Mrs. Jones was quickly informed 
and she left at once for Dalton. 

Conductor Whitehead was in charge of 
the first section and Conductor Seagers had 
charge of the second section. Engineer 
Johnson was at the throttle of the engine 
pulling the first section. 

The wreck delayed the mail train from 
Nashville and the northwest due in Atlanta 
at 8:05 yesterday morning, the train not

stealthily do their work, Cahaba river at 
this point is but a shallow mountain 
stream. It winds around through the hills, 
bordered on each side by high banks, The 
bed of the river is rocky. The water is not 
more than three or four feet deep at most 
where the bridge crossed the river, 

The missing spikes with the reversed 
lever and the position in which the engine 
dropped tend to strengthen the train- 
wrecker theory. . 

Those who live to tell the tale of the hor- 
ror say that the first they knew of eny- 
thing being wrong was when they felt and 
heard a bumping along the croasti¢e as if 
part of the train to the front was off the 
rails. Almost instantly with this came a 
terrible ora. 

The engine went through one span and 
the cars crashed through dnother. The en- 
gine crashed through the span just beyond 
the main span and it landed at right angles 
with the track. The tender and cars fell 
through the main span in perfect line. They 
were not heaped upon each other as ons 
might suppose, but appeared to have gone 
down together and at once. 

The engine, it appears, left the track on 
the main span, plowed up the crossties 
and broke the iron work, but got across 
to the other span before falling. 

The tender and cars came cn behind and 
crashed through the main span, which had 
been broken by the heavy locomotive, and 
was doubtless falling when the tender and 
cars reached it. The ergine ftself went 
through the span adjoining and was sepa- 
rated from the balance of the train by a 
stone pier sixty feet in height. f 

Was a Horrible Affair. 
The world will never know of all the 
scenes of horror that were enacted when 
the crash came. Nearly all who were ac- 
tive participants have had their lips sealed 
by death. Those who got out alive are 
scarcely able to tell how it happened, The 
disaster seems to them like a dream. 

After the crash there was a hissing of 
escaping steam, mingled with cries and 
groans of the dying. The cars lay upon 
their trucks in the bed of the river, but 
there waa not enough water to reach over 
the wheels. As rapidly as possible those 
who were able to do so extricated them- 
selves from the wreck and began to help out 
others. But soon another horror was ad- 
ded. Fire broke out and began rapidly to 
consume the crushed cars. To those who 
were yet alive but pitmed down this meant 
a doubly terrible death. Just how many 
were killed by the crash and just how many 
were burned to death is not known. Cer- 
tain it is that there were several who 
lived through the crash only to provide 
food for the flames. 

Sound Heard at Hargrove. 

When the train went down the sound 
was heard at Hargrove, a station three 
miles away. The train was due at that 
place, and quite a number who were ex- 
pecting friends had gathered to meet the 
train. Just about the time the train was 
due a terrible noise, sounding like a heavy, 
long fall, came to them. 

At first they paid no attention to it, but 
as the minutes flew by and the train, now 
past due, did not heave in sight, somé one 
suggested that maybe it had fallen through 
the bridge, and maybe that was the noise 
they had heard. 

Operator Cox, at the station, informed 
Birmingham of the impression, and sug- 
gested that he go to the bridge to inves- 
tigate; but the Birmingham office declined 
to permit it. 

Some of the men on the outside, however, 
left at once, and before they had gone far, 
met a man running up the track toward 
them, . 

It was Ed Eckels, of Helena, who had 
been on the train, and who was about the 
only man to get out without a hurt. 
Breathlessly and hurriedly Eckels told the 
men what had transpired. and while they 
hurried on to the river, he continued to the 
operator’s office, where he gave the infor- 
mation. 

The crowd standing around started quick- 
ly for the river, while the operator inform- 
ed the train dispatcher of what had taken 
place. He wanted to go to the scene, but 
was held back until he could give all the 
information he had, and then with his in- 
strument in his hands, the operator hur- 
ricd to the river side and tapped the wires, 

Over the wires he poured into Birming- 
ham reports of the scene as it appeared 
when the cars were burning and the dead 
and dying were being rescued. 

Speaking of the scene, Operator 
says:

short while we realized that an awful 
catastrophe had occurred, I sent word in 
rapidly to the train dispatcher’s office 
that the train due then at my place’ was 
late and

bridge. In a few minutes Mr, P. B. Thom- 
as, our superintendent at the mines, and 
our engineer, Mr. Morris, started toward 
the river, having heard the crash. They 
had proceeded but a little way when they 
met Ed Eckels, of Helena, who was one 
of the passengers on the ill-fated train, 
and he was badly injured and excited. He 
hurriedly told the two men of the accident. 
“The cars were completely consumed by 
fire. Groans from the passengers burning 
up alive were heard, while the passengers 
who were out of the way a little from the 
fire, but were seriously hurt and could

“It was some little time before Des. 
Robinson, Ray, Griggs, Jones and Mead- 
ow, from Blocton, accompanied by a large 
number of miners, who crowded on the 
flat cars that were used in hurrying from 
Blocton to the scene, arrived. The do¢tors 
went to work manfully for the injured and 
had them carried to a warm place and 
where they could be given some little at- 
tention. The men who had come over 
from Blocton went to work in the debris 
made by the fire. 

“There were no bodies whole except that 
of Engineer White. He was slightly dis- 


P figured, but recognizable. Of the others 


there was nothing but charred. stumps of 


‘bodies. These were laid on the side of the 


bank in a row and by afternoon there were 
over twenty in a hne. It was a grewsome 
sight. The men who came from Blocton 
worked hard to rescue all that could be 


‘rescued. It was Impossible to recognize 


any person. We found the baggage master 
and knew it was him by his box, which 
was near by. There was but little left of 
his body. We picked it up and placed it in 
his box and took it to the top of the hill.

Theories Regarding the Wreck. 

Though the theory of wreckers is the 
popular one Here, there are many who are 
inclined to the idea that the bridge was 
weak. N 

The falling of the new bridge near here 
not long ago on which a wagon of young 
people was carried down, one to his death 
and others to injuries, is recalled. That 
bridge was upon examination found to be 
quite defective and for that reason many 
are now inclined to think the structure over 
Cahaba might have been out of condition. 
The bridge has been carefully examined 
today by officials who assert that evidence 
of wreckers is unmistakable. | 

On the main span it appeared as if the 
spikes had been drawn out on one Bide . 
a full rail’s length. The spikes on that 
end were not broken off, but were actually 
missing. The bolts holding the fishplates 
which fastened the rails together had not 
been broken off, but were absent from 
the holes entirely, showing that they had 
been taken carefully out. On that side of 
the track the marks made by the flange of 
the wheel could also be seen, showing that 
it was here that the train first left the rail. 
On the other end of the ties opposite this 
place the ties were not marked up by the 
wheel flanges and where the spikes were 
not holding the rail they had been broken 
off. This indicates that only one rail was 
moved out of place. The fireman has also 
made a statement to the effect that the 
train ran off first on one side and bumped 
along on the ties for a short distance. 

It was Dr. Ray, of Woodstock, to whom 
one of the injured passengers stated that 
three men had entered the car, and after 
robbing the dead and injured, had applied 
the torch to the coaches, 

The Second Wreck. 

The second wreck, the collision between 
the relief train and the timber train, proved 
a death-dealing one, too.

“To decide unlawful and void all arrange- 
ments, contracts, agreements, trusts or 
combinations made with a view to lessen, 
or which may tend to lessen, free competi- 
tion in the importation or sale of articles 
imported into th.s state; or in the manu- 
facture or sale of articles of domestic 
growth, or of domestic raw-material; to de- 
clare unlawful and void all arrangements, 
contracts, agreements, trusts or combina- 
tions between persons or corporations de- 
signed or which tend to advance, reduce or 
control the price of such product or article 
to producer or consumer of any such pro- 
duct or article; to prov de for forfe.ture of 
the charter and franchise of any corporation 
organized under the laws of this state, vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this act: to 
prohibit every foreign corporation, volat- 
ing any of the provisions of this act, from 
doing business in the state; to require the 


attorney general of this state to institute 


legal proceedings against any such corpora- 
tions violating the provisions of this act, 
and to enforce the penalties prescribed, to 
prescribe penalties for any violations of the 
act; to authorize any persons or corpora- 
tins damaged by such trust, agreement or 
comb.nation, to sue for the recovery of 
such damage and for other purposes.” 


Is a Wide Division. 


There is a wide division of opinion among 
the merchants all over the state as to the 
effect which the operation of the bill will 
have. Some state that it will break up all 
trusts and will allow the merchants to in- 
troduce in their stock such goods as they 
think wise to sell. Heretofore they say 
they have been bound down by iron-bound 
contracts and have been prevented by the 
general condition of things from selling 
certain brands of goods. 

“Uniess,” said Mr. H. T. MecCord, of 
Arnold & McCord Company, yesterday, 
“this law is enforced and those who are 
viobating| it are prosecuted these houses 
will become nothing more than the agencies 
of trusts. 

“As to how the law will be enforced I 
suppose that the grand juries of the dif- 
ferent counties will take the matter up. 
According to the bill if the law is violated 
it will be reported to the grand jury and 
action Will be taken by that body.“ 

There are many who laugh at the idea 
that the law will be enforced. They state 
that it is mere folly for such a piece of 
legislation to be put in operation in Geor- 
gia; that it is ng the merchants liable 
without breaking up the trusts. 

In the meantime the merchants all over 
the state are agitated. They do not know 
exactly what action to take under the 
requirements of the bill. 

Many contracts will not be renewed in 
Georgia on January 1s t.

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Old Negro Found Almost Frozen 
Yesterday Morning. 


w S LYING UNCONSCIOUS 


tobably Wandered There Christmas 
Too Drunk To Find His Way 
- Home—Mind Is Affected. 


Lying in the mouth of the big sewer in 


‘s bottoms, in the southern 
part of the city, frozen almost to death and 
Unconscious, Abraham Bird, an old negro, 
Was found early yesterday morning. 

His limbs were perfectly rigid from long 
©xposure, and he was thin and haggard 
from starvation. He was taken to his 
home on Martin street about noon, where 
his body was thawed out. and he received 
medica! attention. The chances are against 
his recovery. 

It was about 6 o'clock yesterday morning 
that a gang of sand haulers, with their 
carts, were hauling sar ant cf tho © 
toms. One of the negroes happened to go 
close to the sewer an iaw | iy I 
the old man lying in the mud and water. 
By his side lay a package of toys, he had 
evidently bought Christmas eve for his 
grandchildren at home. 

The sand hauler shook the old man, but 
he never responded. On examination it 
was found he was frozen stiff. his arms and 
legs being so stiff that they would hardly 
bend. 

Bird’s rescuers carried him to the bank of 
the creek near by, where a bright fire was 
blazing, and did everything in their power 
to restore him to consciousness, work'ng 
for several hours, rubbing him from head 
to foot, but without success. The cold had 
seemingly paralyzed his brain as well as 
his body, and save for an occasional heart 
beat he was thought to be dead. 

Notified the Police. 

About 11 o’clock the sand haulers went to 
a telephone in the neighborhood, and no- 
tified the hospital. Superintendent Brew- 
ster replied that the colored ward was full 
and that it would be impossible to accom- 
modate the old man. 

A message was then sent to police head- 
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quarters, and Officer Crusselle responded. 
He arrived where the old negro lay in a 
short while, and called a patrol wagon, 
which carried Bird to his home. 

Just how long he had been in the bottoms 
{is unknown. His family state he had been 
missing for several days: They had scour- 
ed the city for him, but not the slightest 
trace could be found. 

It is thought Bird may have wandered 
down in the bottoms about last Thursday 
night, probably too drunk to find his 
way home, and lying down in a drunken 
sleep, never waked. 

It is also said Bird's mind has been affect- 
ed for some time, and that often wher de- 
lirious he wanders off from home, and has 
narrowly escaped death several times in 
this manner. 

From his physical condition when found 
he had not tasted food for several days. 
During the intense cold of the last three 
nights the lay out on the ground, with a 
small stream of water passing over his 
body, with only an old pair of jeans trousers 
and a coat as protection. 

The physicians state had he not been 
rescued yesterday morning he would have 
undoubtedly been dead by night. As it is + 
his legs and arms are frozen beyond re-

Mistake of Codifier. 

It seems that section 892 of the city code 
owes its presence in the city code to a mis- 
take of the codifier. The section was once 
passed, but the mayor, Mr. Glenn, vetoed 
it and recommended its re-adoption with

The postoffice and express company are 
doing a land office business in selling 
money orders, said Cashier McCord, of 
the Third.

The business of this character 
that is transacted annually in Atlanta 
amounts to many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, and the banks are entitled to the 
business. We clear daily in the ten banks 
in Atlanta about 1,500 in postoffice and ex- 
press money orders, and we get nothing 
for the work. If our plan is adopted, we 
will be paid for issuing the check, and at 
the same time our customers will be ac- 
commodated and we will be better pro- 
tected from risks. 

“At present there are thousands of small 
individual checks that find their way into 
the Atlanta banks, and banks all over the 
State. We take them and cash them, not 
knowing the signature of the drawee and 
not knowing whether the drawee has a 
bank account. Now, if the plan is accepted 
by all the banks, when a man wants to 
make a remittance, instead of giving an 
individual check he will pay 6 or 10 cents 
for a circular check, which will be just as 
good as New York exchange, as it will 
be payable by our New York correspon- 
dent as well as any member of the associa- 
tion,”’
